In which It was reported that Dr. Bduard Habofskyi a resident 
of Vienna, Austrian Communist Party member, who was In close 
contact with the Bast German regime, collected information 
on neo-Nazism and war crimes, and that in May 1962 he called 
at the Jewish Documentation Center in Vienna where he tried 
to Interest the leaders in cooperating with him In the 
exposure of war criminals.
